19 SUBJECT: MUR 7365 (Let America Work) Pre-Probable Cause Conciliation and Case 
20 Closing Memorandum

23 On April 10,2018, the Commission found reason to believe that Let America Work and 
24 Ben Ottenhoff in his official capacity as treasurer ("Let America Work" or "Respondents") 
25 violated 52 U.S.C. § 30104(g)(1) by failing to timely file a 24-Hour Report for $324,821 in 
26 independent expenditures.' The Commission also authorized pre-probable cause conciliation 
27 with Let America Work.^ We are attaching the negotiated conciliation agreement that has been 
28 signed by counsel for the Respondents.^ We recommend that the Commission accept the 
29 negotiated agreement and close the file in this matter.
